SANTA CLAUS. 


Gilsonite Plant 


Vernal and Gilsonite 


Vernal mining district comes to history's fore- 
ground as the only known section where gilson- 
ite is found. It is quite apt that during the many 
forages into the Green River country that Father 
often accompanied Samuel Henry Gilson when 
he discovered the black glittering substance, 
which was named Gilsonite. The multiple uses 
of this material were little dreamed of when 
this discovery was made in ]885. The largest 
vein of gilsonite in the world is the Cowboy 
vein four miles from the Bonanza vein. When 
these claims were "staked out" by Father and Sam 
over seventy years ago, they did not realize this 
black substance would contribute more variety 
to the wheels of progress than any other mined 
mineral, and that its demand would be world- 
wide; that battery boxes, floor tiling, roofing, 
paving, molding sands, paints, varnishes, inks, 
and many others would be among its uses. Sam 
Gilson's discovery was in ]885, but commercial 
quantities came into operation about ।904 — 
a few years before his death in I9I3.

VERNAL — The New Life Training Center is 
going to receive a "new life" itself in the form of а 
new building and a new name. 

— — The-new-building is located behind the old one _ 
(formerly the old Maeser Elementary School), and 
the new name is The Uintah Learning Center. 


The learning center is a facility for the mentally, 
emotionally, and physically handicapped — or as the 
Uintah School District prefers, children with special 
needs. There are 52 students enrolled, served by four 
teachers and four aides. 


“We have a great staff there and combined with | | 


the new facility, they should be able to do great 
things," said Frank Andreasen, director of pupil 
services for the Uintah School District. . 

It has been under the direction of Andreasen that 
the facility has become possible. The present school 
board made it their number one building priority. For 
many years, the New Life Training Center was 
housed in the old Naples Elementary School. Then it 
moved to the old Maeser Elementary School, built in 
90i. Now the center will finally have a new building 
— not one that somebody has finished with and left. 

The new building should be ready around the first 
of February. $ à 

“We are looking forward to moving in, and the 
sooner, the better,” Andreasen said. The building will 
cost approximately $350,000 and has just over I0,000 


square feet of floor space, plus some storage 
upstairs.
